^ H E particulars shown at side give 
clearly details of our Lock Joint as 
used in the i~ in. Sash Sections. 

This Lock Joint obviates much 
cutting away of valuable material where 
strength is required at the most vital part 
of a sash, viz., the cross joint, and used in 
ijl^in. Sections is stronger than the ordinary 
mitre joint in 2in. Sections, thus enabling 
a lighter section being adopted, thereby 
reducing the cost and allowing more light 
to penetrate into the building. 

As the cross bars are locked together 
practically solid by means of power presses 
a very rigid joint is the result, and it is 
impossible for the sash bars to come adrift 
under wind pressure, etc., as often occurs 
with mitre joints. 

The Lock Joint gives the appearance 
of solidity and strength which it certainly 
has, the curve at the intersection being a 
most pleasing and distinctive relief from the 
usual straight lines of a mitre joint being 
very noticeable.
